Wc  are  Isolated  in  Man  tie  State 
Prison  for  women  and  we  have 
been  there  for  eight  mouths.  We 
are  Isolated  Jn  a  small  corridor 
wild  five  rooms,  one  little  kite  hen, 
and  one  small  bathroom.  Whoa  we 
asked  about  why  we  are  kept  this

way,  we  are  told  because  it's  for 
the  good  of  the  Institution  anti  that 
the  women  up  there  don't  have  the 
same  political  actuation  as  we  do. 
And,  that  they  are  afraid  that  we 
are  going  to  have  them  develop 
revolutionary  consciousness  to  the 

fact  thru  they  would  atop  working, 
they  would  stop  conforming  to  all 
the  things  that  they  have  to  go 
through. 

,  When  we  go  to  court,  we  are 
escourted  to  court  by  two  state 
troopers  In  front  and  two  state 
troopers  Let  the  back,  and  they 
have  their  Biol  20  shotguns  and 
their  Browning  Automatics  anti 
they  stand  with  them  pressed  up 
against  theLr  chests,  ready  to  shoot 
if  we  move.  If  we  breathe  wrong. 
We  asked  what  this  is  for  and  they 
said  that  It  was  for  our  own  pro¬ 
tection  because  the  women  on  the 
farm  don't  have  the  same  polit¬ 
ical  affiliations- -which  was  a  He. 

Be enu so  all  the  women  are  sup¬ 
porting  us,  and  when  we  first  got 


busted,  May  23  rd,  we  went  to 
Mantle  and  we  were  supposed  to 
get  out  of  that  GO  hour  isolation, 
and  they  kept  us  there  and  they 
told  us  that  we  weren't  going  to 
get  out.  The  women  went  on  strike 
and  they  refused  to  do  the  linen. 
They  refused  to  work  and  this 
stirred  tip  a  let  and  got  the  State's 
Attorney  shook  up.  He  said,  "keep 
them  In  there."  We  had  constant 
vamps  on  our  corridor;  they  took 
down  our  posters  and  everything 
because  they  say  they  don' l  want 
any  political  propaganda  up  an  the 
wails.  They  said  that  Panther  pa¬ 
pers  were  contraband, 

Our  mall  is  censored,  it  takes 
sometimes  15  days  for  it  to  get 
from  one  place  to  another.  That's 
because  when  lirlcka  w rites  her 
fa  m  ily ,  t  he  y'  re  in  Wa  shl  ngion  r  Eght 
at  J.  Edgar  Hoover's  office,  and 
that  fascist  pig  reads  them  and 
censors  them  and  treatment  that 
wc  receive  is  kind  of  Inhumane. 
Because  a  week  after  they  vamped 
and  found  their  so-called  contra¬ 
band  which  we  figured  was  just 
something  necessary  for  us  to  keep 
our  spirits  up  because  the  bro¬ 
thers  and  sisters  have  been  wri¬ 
ting  usbeautlfui  le tiers ,  we' ve  been 
receiving  the  papers  and  we've  had 
a  lot  of  contact  with  the  outside, 
they  would  make  us  go  into  this 
little  room  and  strip  naked  In  front 
of  the  perverted  matrons,  Wo  had 
to  £-0  and  do  this  when  we  had  a 
visit  from  cur  family,  when  we  had 
a  visit  from  the  clergy  nnd  even 
our  lawyer,  going  to  the  office 
and  back, 

We  had  a  bail  hearing  and  Judge 
Aaron  J,  Patmer  granted  me  bait-- 
he  said,  because  (he  evidence 
wasn't  sufficient.  Now  1  went  to 
court  last  Wednesday  and  the  pro¬ 
secutor  asked --the  prosecutor  ap¬ 
pealed  it  and  asked  for  U  to  go 
to  the  Supreme  Court  and  they 
said  we’re  not  going- -the  prose¬ 
cution  asked  that  I  have  a  stay 


until  the  Supreme  Court  decision 
was  made  and  the  Judge  denied 
it.  Then  the  prosecutor  asked  if 
he  could  have  a  stay  until  he  ap¬ 
pealed  this  decision  that  the  judge 
had  Just  finished  making  which  was 
a  stay  on  the  stay.  Judge  Palmer 
denied  it  and  said  that  E  could 
bo  released  as  soon  as  bail  was 
p  osted .  Ball  was  onl  y  $L  Q,  000  which 
came  as  a  shock  to  everybody. 
The  reason  for  that  was  (hey  knew 
that  the  illegal  way  they  arrested 
me,  the  illegal  bribery,  trickery, 
and  fascist  tactics  that  they  used 
on  me. 

l  returned  to  court  today  for 
motions  on  the  way  wo  were  ar¬ 
rested,  The  prosecutor  said  my 
first  witness  will  bo  Francis 
Carter,  K,  B  Worback  was 
shocked;  I  was  shocked!  1  have 
never  talked  with  the  prosecutor, 
nobody  from  his  office,  for  the 
entire  eight  months  1  was  there. 
He  has  never  talked  to  K,  B,  but 
tie  has  been  trying  to  ask  K,  B. 
for  deals  because  be  knows  that 
the  evidence  is  not  sufficient  on 
me.  When  they  vamped  on  our  pan¬ 
ther  quarter  in  Mancie  Connec¬ 
ticut,  they  took  some  very  Im¬ 
portant  papers  which  1  was 
writing  out  to  my  lawyer  which 
possibly  could  have  caused  this 
and  incriminated  me  more. 

Their  woman  Informer,  that  they 
are  talking  about,  is  very  well 
covered  and  they  refuse  to  break 
her  Cover  and  what  we  feel  Is  that 
they  art?  trying  to  use  me  J  hope 
that  the  brothers  ami  sisters  keep 
their  faith  In  me  because  when  l 
walk  into  court  tomorrow.  I'm  go¬ 
ing  to  take  the  fifth  and  also  read 
a  statement  which  t  have  prepared. 
I  refuse,  and  the  judge  will  use 
his  old  cliche  abouL  you  have  the 
key  to  the  jell  whenever  you  de¬ 
cide  to  testify.  Pli  just  tell  him 
to  just  keep  his  key  and  I'd  roi 
in  there  before  1'dever  turn  against 
the  people  and  my  comrades.

Tire  brothers  anti  sisters  of  the 
Panther  21  ar^  in  very  high  spi¬ 
rits.  The  family  of  these  brothers 
WGrc  allowed  a  half  an  hour  visit, 
so  they  had  to  try  to  lit  in  as 
much  information  as  possible,  for 
the  time  allowed.  The  brothers 
realize  that  since  the  Pigs  have 
allowed  them  to  he  In  the  same 
pig  pee  together,  ihey  have  Iso¬ 
lated  them  from  the  other  prison¬ 
ers. 

The  pits  are  trying  to  Use  their 
old  tactic  of  demagogy,  they  are 
telling  the  brothers, Jf  WE  APE  DE- 
FINITELY  GOING  TO  SEE  TO  IT 
THAT  YOU  GET  A  FAIR  TRIAL.'*  1 
Their  practice  is  contradicting 
their  words;  they  have  refused  the 
brothers  the  rights  that  other  pri¬ 
soners  have;  the  brothers  are  not 
allowed  to  come  Incontaet  with  any 
of  the  other  prisoners.  They  have 
a  whole  section  for  Panthers  only, 
in  which  they  are  broken  up,  three 
lo  .i  cell,  on  different  wings  of  the 
floor.  These  revolutionary  bro¬ 
thers  are  close  to  each  other, 
but  they  want  to  he  allowed  to  be 
with  their  people.  The  brothers 
realize  that  the  Other  prisoners 
who  arc  Incarcerated  HLfce  them¬ 
selves  in  the  pigs  pen  have  also 
been,  denied  their  constitutional 
rights.  This  deals  with  points  No, 
2  ahd  9  of  the  Black  Panther  Party 
Ten  Point  Program  and  Platform.

In  the  latter  part  of  March  1969, 
my  husband,  Lee  Berry  was  hos¬ 
pitalized  for  an  epileptic  condi¬ 
tion  acquired  during  his  service 
In  the  u.SH  mercenaries.  The  doc¬ 
tors  at  Veterans  Hospital,  a  fed¬ 
eral  Institution,  considered  tils 
condition  severe  enough  tonecesi- 
Cate  treatment  as  an  In-patient. 
Nevertheless,  three  days  after  his 
admittance  he  was  greeted  at  his 
bodslde  by  three  pigs  armed  with 
shotguns  who  Informed  him  that  he 
was  under  arrest  for  an  alleged 
conspiracy  to  dynamite  stores;  po¬ 
lice  stations  etc.  etc.  How  anyone 
could  bomb  anything  from  a  hos¬ 
pital  bed  is  rather  hard  to  Ima¬ 
gine,  however,  tie  was  ordered 
to  get  out  of  bod,  get  dressed 
and  was  handcuffed.  He  was  then 
taken  to  the  Tombs  where  for  three 
months  he  received  no  medical 
Attention,  and  slept  on  a  bed  with¬ 
out  n  mattress.  Like  the  other 
brothers  and  sisters  he  was  held 
Under  maximum  security,  which 
lntaLls  a  24  hour  lock  up;  total 
separation  fromtho  other  Inmates; 
limited  visitation  rights,  no  li¬ 
brary  or  recreational  privileges, 
tights  kept  on  in  cell  for  2A  hours. 
By  the  fourth  month  our  lawyers 
were  able  to  persuade  the  court 
to  Issue  an  order  for  him  to  re¬ 
ceive  his  medication  from  the  pri¬ 
son  doctor,  it  was  after  he  was 
blackjacked  by  a  pig  by  the  name 
Of  John  Delslehurst,  Badge  No. 
4B6,  he  sustained  a  serious  wound 
over  his  loft  eye  which  required 
Stitches.  How bve rd  be  never  re¬ 
ceived  stitches  but  was  Instead 
put  in  the  hole  and  bis  visits  were 
revoked  for  five  days.  On  a  later 
occasion  he  was  thrown  In  the  hole 
and  had  his  visits  revoked  for  20 
days  for  the  'heinous  crime1  of 
cursing  at  a  pig. 

The  next  four  months  were  spent 
struggling  with  the  court  to  have 
him  transferred  to  a  hospital  pri¬ 
son  ward.  Finally  after  spending 


eight  months  in  the  Manhattan 
Rouse  of  Horrors,  he  was  trans¬ 
ferred  to  Bellevue  Hospital  Prison 
ward.  After  a  few  days  In  Belle¬ 
vue  they  decided  in  run  a 
series  of  "tests"  supposedly  to 
determine  whether  or  not  he  was 
truly  an  epileptic.  These  'Tests" 
Incidentally  were  ordered  by  the 
court.  The  after  effects  of  these 
tests  left  him  In  a  stupor  for  a 
number  of  days.  He  was.  ai so  un¬ 
able  to  walk  and  was  totally  con¬ 
fined  to  the  bed. 

I  was  given  no  explanation  for 
tils  condition  by  any  of  the  med¬ 
ical  staff  except  that  it  was  inert¬ 
ly  the  after  effects  of  a  test. 
The  nature  or  the  purpose  of  this 
test  was  never  explained  to  me. 
On  December  26  the  hospital  called 
and  Informed  me  that  he  had  un¬ 
dergone  surgery  for  a  ruptured 
appendix,  lie  is  now  Ln  critical 
condition  in  the  Intensive  Care 
Unit,  under  armed  guards  f  fight¬ 
ing  a  fever  of  109  degrees,  cough¬ 
ing  up  blood  with  tubes  through¬ 
out  his  body.  On  Saturday,  January 
3,  a  group  of  concerned  brothers 
and  sisters  stood  In  freezing  rain 
to  express  their  solidarity  and  to 
demand  my  husband's  release. 

As  a  result  of  this  I  was  later 
approached  by  an  Indignant  doc¬ 
tor  who  claimed  that  such  demon¬ 
strations  we  r«  u  nne  ccssa  ry ,  since 
my  husband  was  receiving  the 
"best  of  medical  care",  The  fol¬ 
lowing  Is  a  persona]  eye  witness 
account  of  this  so-called  "godd” 
medical  care: 

<  i  Os  Jammy  5,  3  arrived  at  the 
hospital  at  3  p.an.  to  find  him  in 
excruciating  pain  from  a  swell¬ 
ing  In  the  groin  area.

MUST  BE  SAVED 


Lee  Berry  is  being  tenured  to 
death  In  Bellevue  Hospital's  pri¬ 
son  ward.  Lee  Berry  is  an  epi¬ 
leptic  who  his  been  held  ln  maxi¬ 
mum  securliy  since  his  arrest 
Ln  April  as  one  of  the  Panther  21. 

Lee  Berry  has  been  denied  pro¬ 
per  medical  attention  for  hts 
epilepsy  and  has  suffered  serious 
seizures  through  the  past  nine 
months.  However,  it  was  not  un¬ 
til  December  that  he  was  finally 
transferred  to  the  Bellevue  prison 
ward,  only  after  he  went  Into  a 
coma,  Since  then  he  has  under¬ 
gone  a  "mysterious  operation1 
while  under  neuro-observatlon, 
Police  keep  hts  room  tightly  guar¬ 
ded  and  he  can  receive  no  visitors. 

Leo  Derry  should  not  bo  in  a 
prison  ward.  He  is  In  need  of 
special  care,  Remember  Abbie 
Hoffman  (on  trEal  for  conspiracy 
In  Chicago)  who  caught  a  cold 
and  was  hospitalized  without 
guards  for  e  days.  (Someone  with 
a  cold  can  travel  much  bet  Lor  than 
an  epileptic  in  a  coma). 


Lee  Berry  is  now  in  critical 
condition.

brought  against  30  of  the  sub¬ 
sidized  tenants.  Federated  Mort¬ 
gage  claims  that  theft  30  sub¬ 
sidized  tenants  were  guilty  of  such 
crimes  as;  having unreported pets, 
parking  in  unauthorized  Stalls, 
having  undisciplined  children, 
making  too  much  noise,  keeping 
unclean  apartments  and  for  having 
“too  much  foot  traffic  of  unde- 
Slrablcf  late  at  night /'  According 
to  Walter  Scottj  Deputy  Execu¬ 
tive  Director  of  the  5an  Fran¬ 
cisco  H.A,,  his  agency  Conducted 
their  own  investigation  and  were 
unable  to  satisfactorily  substan¬ 
tiate  the  charges.  They,  there¬ 
fore,  concluded  that  the  request 
of  the  owners  to  have  the  tenants 
evicted  would  not  lie  honored. 

lids  Issue  was  further  aggra¬ 
vated  by  a  RENT  STRIKE;  con¬ 
sisting  of  most  of  the  non- 
subs  iillzed  tenants  ,wl)ich  was  trig¬ 
gered  by  a  rent  Increase  chat  be¬ 
came  effective  this  pasc  January  1, 
The  strikers,  who  have  formed 
into  a  tenants  organization,  filed 
suit  in  District  Court  of  San  Fran¬ 
cisco  on  Wednesday,  January  15, 
protesting  the  rent  increase.  The 
Suit  was  filed  by  Eh e  Geneva 
Towers  Tenants  Organization  0- 
gainst  Federated  Mortgage  Inves¬ 
tors,  Mousing  Secretary  George 
Romney,  die  Federal  Mousing  Ad¬ 
ministration  and  two  Federal 
Mousing  Authority  officials.  The 
reason  the  FHA  was  Implicated  Is 
because  as  holders  of  the  first 
mortgage  on  the  Towers  they  are 
required  to  approve  all  rent  In¬ 
creases  (they,  however,  refuse  to 
answer  whether  or  not  they  ap¬ 
proved  the  raise). 

[  talked  with  Hcrsehcl  BEirkus, 
Federated  Mortgage  vice- 
president,  and  lie  said  that  die  rent 
increase  was  necessary  for  the 
company  tomeeuhe  mortgage  pay¬ 
ments.  'This  i.$  mainly  attributable 
to  the  fact  that  Geneva  Towers 
Js  not  reaping  the  volumn  of  pro¬ 
fits  deemed  necessary  hy  the  own- 
erg.  In  a  situation  like  this  there 
is  only  one  alternative  that  faces 
the  avaricious  capitalist  land¬ 
owner— RAISE-:  THE  RENTS,  How¬ 
ever,  this  only  aggravates  die  is¬ 
sue  more.  The  primary  reason 
for  the  diminishing  returns  on  the 
Geneva  Towers  is  directly  attri¬ 
butable  to  the  high  rents  that  al¬ 
ready  existed  prior  to  the  rent 
increase.  As  j  result  of  the  high 
rents  there  are  currently  94  vacan¬ 
cies.  According  to  an  Examiner 
reporter,  in  a  desperate  attempt 
to  fill  die  vacancies,  “...the owner 
is  now  running  television  com¬ 


mercials  tolling  people  the  way 
'to  go  up  In  the  world1  is  by  mov¬ 
ing  in toGeneva Towers/’  Sam  Wil¬ 
liams,  head  of  the  Tenants  Organi¬ 
zation,  gave  another  reason  for  the 
high  vacancy  rate  when  he  men¬ 
tioned!  die  perar  maintenance  end 
management  that  has  continued  to 
exist  at  die  Towers. 

Thus  far  no  one  has  been  evicted 
nor  served  with  an  eviction  notice. 
However,  this  may  be  just  a  icn~ 
tative  situation,  Not  only  Is  the  H.A, 
lease  expiring  in  May,  the  Tenants 
Organisation  has  put  forth  a  list 
of  demands  which  they  Say  must 
be  met  If  the  owner  expects  any 
rent.  These  demands  are: 

1}  an  Injunction  that  would  halt 
the  rent  increase  until  a  hearing 
was  held  to  determine  the  matter, 
2}  renumeration  ol  money  that  all 
tenants  paid  in  rent  increases  In 
the  past  lor  which  there  were  no 
hearings  to  determine  the  neces¬ 
sity  ol  increases* 

3)  compelling  Romney  and  the  FE1 A 
to  rescind  the  approval  they  (al¬ 
legedly)  gave  for  the  rent  increase* 

4)  a  judgment  by  the  courts  that 
the  rent  Increase  was  a  violation 
of  |he  National  Housing  Act, 

5)  a  ruling  to  make  the  lease  each 
tenant  was  required  to  sign, 
"unconscionable  and  void". 

In  summary,  there  are  H  vacan¬ 
cies  In  Geneva  Towers;  there  are 
97  families  involved  In  the  H,A* 
lease  plan — leases  for  7?  of  these 
families  expire  In  May  while  the 
expiration  dates  for  the  remaining 
IS  families  range  from  May  31 
through  November  31,  1970:  there 


subsidized  tenants.  All  these  con¬ 
ditions  make  It  look  rather  bleak 
for  the  owner  of  Genova  Towers. 

This  all  proves  once  again  Just 
how  much  power  the  people  could 
really  exercise.  If  all  exploited 
tenants  refused  to  pay  exorbitant 
rents  and  organized  themselves 
into  a  strong  peoples'  organization, 
determined  m  fight  for  power- - 
by  any  meins  necessary — (0  gain 
control  over  the  land  upon  which 
they  live,  then  the  conditions  would 
be  ripe  for  REVOLTUION,  This  Is 
so  because  In  the  linal  analysis 
it  is  the  LAND  QUESTION  that 
must  be  considered  if  people  are 
to  be  FREE- -politically,  econom¬ 
ically,  socially  and  militarily.  We 
know  historically,  iliat  all  free  peo¬ 
ple  are  people  wlio  have  liberated 
the  land  upon  which  they  live. 
For  ©lack  people  this  will  neces¬ 
sitate  the  liberation,  not  only  of 
the  dispersed  Glack  colonies  In 
'which  they  live,  but  a  liberation 
of  the  White  mother  country — die 
land  irom  which  our  oppression 
is  launched*  Tenant  organizations 
raise  the  land  question  very  dra¬ 
matically  and  l  look  forward,  in

BEAT  AND  HARASS  PEO¬ 
PLE  IN  THE  COMMUNITY 

Decembers]  Shooting- New  York 


un  Wednesday  night,  December 
31,  at  about  $  p.m.,  a  nigger  pig 
was  shot  on  Seventh  Avc*  between 
122nd  and  1 23 rcl  Street*  Detective 
Wright  had  slid  up  on  a  brother  in 
the  community  and  showed  this 
badge.  The  brother  responded  with 
two  shots  in  the  neck  and  fled 
down  seventh  Ave.  The  detective 
fJredj  but  missed  and  was  later 
taken  to  the  hospital  in  critical 
Condition, 

The  following  morn  Ip  gr  January 
l,  everyone  was  coming  home 
from  their  New  Year's  celebra- 
lions,  the  fascist  pips  used  the 
shooting  of  pig  Wright  as  an  ex¬ 
cuse  to  terrorize  the  people  of  the 
community.  Brothers  on  the  block 
reported  that  they  wen-  stopped 
and  I  risked  as  many  as  three  times 
ou  (heir  way  home*  One  blood, 
known  only  as  "Brother"  was 
taken  Jn  and  beaten- -his  hands 
wen-  injured.  Sister  norma  White 
was  picked  up  and  beaten  as  well, 

About  I  t  a.m.  New  Years  Day, 
as  we  emerged  from  RiyfJelds 
Candy  Store  on  Seventh,  right 
where  ihe  shooting  had  taken  place 
the  night  before,  shots  were  fired 
across  the  street.  Brother  Jacob 
Huthea,  ran  across  to  where  there 
were  several  detective  cars  from 
the  precinct  on  West  123rd  Street 
to  see  what  was  happening,  and 
saw  the  oinkitiF;  pigs  brutalizing 
a  brother  from  the  community 
Paul  BlaJcoy.  As  he  called  out 


to  the  pigs  to  ask  why  they  had 
to  beat  on  the  brother,  a  pig 
snatched  Jacob  by  the  collar  and 
threw  him  in  the  pig  ear,  Since 
the  insane  fascist  pigs  had  their 
pieces  out  and  were  waving  them 
rather  wildly,  we  stood  a  respec¬ 
table  distance  and  asked  what  the 
charges  were*  The  pigs  only  was 
to  oink,  JJWe  got  room  for  one 
more,  you  wanna  go  too?" 

People  In  the  community  had 
gathered  on  e h u  corner  of  122nd 
and  7th  and  were  angry.  One  sis¬ 
ter  said  that  they  liad  conic  to  her 
house  that  morning  asking  a  lot 
qf  silly  questions  and  had  been 
annoying  people  on  Hie  block  And 
harassing  them*

(REVISED) 

Revolutionary  art  begins  with 
the  program  that  Huey  P.  Newton 
instituted  with  the  Black  Panther 
Party.  Revolutionary  art,  like  the 
Party,  is  for  the  whole  community 
and  deals  with  all  its  problems* 
It  gives  the  people  the  correct 
picture  of  nur  struggle  whereas 
the  revolutionary  ideology  gives 
the  people  the  correct  political 
under  standing  of  our  struggle. 

Before  a  correct  visual  inter¬ 
pretation  of  the  struggle  con  he 
given.  It  must  be  recognized  dim 
revolutionary  art  is  an  art  chat 
f lows:  from  die  people .  It  m  1 1  st 
be  a  whole  and  living  part  of  the 
people's  lives,  their  daily  strug¬ 
gle  to  survive.  To  draw  about 
revolutionary  things,  the  artist 
must  have  shot  and/  or  be  ready 
to  shoot  when  the  time  comes. 
In  order  to  draw  about  the  peo¬ 
ple  who  are  shooting,  ho  must 
be  able  to  capture  thu  true  rev¬ 
olution  In  a  pictorial  fashion*  lie 
must  feel  what  the  people  feel 
who  throw  rocks  and  bottles  at 
the  oppressor  when  he  draws  about

ji — so  that  he  can  raise  their  level 
of  consciousness  to  hand -grenades 
and  dynamite  to  be  launched  at 
the  oppressor.  Revolutionary  art 
gives  a  physical  confrontation 
with  the  tyrants,  and  also  streng¬ 
thens  people  io  continue  their  vig¬ 
orous  attack  by  educating  the 
masses  through  observation, 

Through  the  revolutionary  nr- 
List's  observation  of  the  people* 
we  can  picture  the  territory  on 
which  we  Jive  (as  slaves):  pro¬ 
ject  maximum  damage  to  the  op¬ 
pressor  wlili  minimum  damage  to 
the  people,  and  come  out 
victorious. 

The  revolutionary  artist's  ta¬ 
lents  are  just  one  of  die  weapons 
he  uses  in  the  struggle  for  all 
oppressed  people.  His  art  becomes 
a  tool  lor  liberation* Revolutionary 
art  cart  [hereby  progress  as  die 
people  progress,  because  the  peo¬ 
ple  are  the  Inspiration  to  the  ar¬ 
tist  and  not  the  artist  to  the  people. 

'To  conceive  any  type  of  visual 
interpret ailo n  of  die  struggle,  the 
revolutionary  artist  must  con¬ 
stantly  bp  motivating  |lte  |J0cp3e. 
but  before  one  moves  to  stimulate 
the  people  to  progress  as  the  strug¬ 
gle  progresses  he  must  make 
strong  roots  among  the  masses 
of  the  people.  Only  w  Bh  these 
strong  roots  with  the  masses  can 
a  revolutionary  artist  continue  to 
bring  lorth  visual  Interpretations 
uf  revolutionary  art  indefinitely 
i unit  liberation,  By  having  these 
strong  roots  among  the  masses 
of  oppressed  |*?opk\  the  revolu¬ 
tionary  artist  rises  above  the  con¬ 
fusion  that  the  oppressor  has 
brought  on  the  colonized  people, 


because  all  of  us  are  slaves*  from 
the  Christ  ion  to  the  brother  on 
die  block*  the  ca Liege  student  and 
the  high  school  drop -out,  die  street 
walker  and  the  secretary,  the  pimp

and  the  preacher,  the  domestic 
worker  and  the  gaugster--pL3  the 
elements  of  the  ghetto  can  under¬ 
stand  revolutionary  art, 

r[1ie  ghetto  Itself  is  the  gallery 
for  the  revolutionary  artist's 
drawings.  His  work  is  plastered 
on  the  walls,  in  store  front  win¬ 
dows,  on  fences,  doorways,  tele¬ 
phone  poles  and  booths,  passing 
busses,  alleyways,  gas  stations, 
barber  shopt,  beauty  parlors, 
laundry  mats,  liquor  stores,  as 
weU  as  the  huts  of  the  ghetto. 
By  taking  art  out  of  the  museum 
ond  putting  St  on  the  street  with 
the  people,  the  revolutionary  ar¬ 
tist  educates  the  people  as  they 
go  through  their  dally  routine,  from 
day  to  day,  week  to  week,  and 
month  to  month.  This  way  the  rev¬ 
olutionary  artist  cuts  through  the 
smokescreens  of  the  oppressor  and 
creates  brand  new  images  of  rev¬ 
olutionary  action  for  the  entire 
community. 

Revolutionary  art  is  an  exten¬ 
der!  and  interpretation  for  the 
masses  In  the  most  simple  and 
obvious  form.  Without  being  com¬ 
mitted  zo  the  struggle  for  libera¬ 
tion*  die  artist  could  not  express 
revolutionary  art  at  nil,  Revolu¬ 
tionary  art  is  learned  In  the  ghetto 
Iron]  ihe  raj  avaricious  business¬ 
man,  the  demagogic  politician  and 
the  pig  cops  on  the  beat,  not  in 
the  schools  ol  fine  art.  The  rev¬ 
olutionary  artist  hears  the  people's 
screams  when  they  are  being 
attacked  by  the  pigs;  he  shares 
their  curses  when  he,  too,  (cols 
like  killing  the  pigs  but  is  une¬ 
quipped,  He  watches  and  hearts  the 
sounds  of  foot  Steps  of  Black  and 
other  oppressed  people  trampling 
the  ghetto  streeis  and  translates 
them  into  pictures  of  Slow  re¬ 
volts  against  die  siavemasters, 
sio  mpl ng  chom ,  riddling  the  Er  brain 
with  bullets,  so  that  the  people 
can  have  power  and  freedom  to 
deter  m  ine  the  destiny  of  the  ir  com  - 
mu  nicy  and  help  to  build  a  better 
world.

The  demand  Jl Prisoners  of  War 
r°r  Panthers"  put  forward  by  the 
BJack  Panther  Party  can  bo  won. 
There  is  a  historical  precedent 
tor  Just  this  sort  of  exchange 
taking  place. 

This  ■writer  played  a  small  part 
in  this  precedent  and  remembers 
It  vividly. 

The  Black  Panther  Party  is  de¬ 
manding  that  the  United  States  gov¬ 
ernment  release  E^anthcr  political 
prisoners  in  exchange  for  U,£. 
war  criminal 3s  shot  down  while 
making  murderous  bombing  raids 
over  the  Democratic  Republic  of 
Vietnam. 

Apologists  for  U.S.  imperialism 
will  say  that  this  sort  of  thing 
just  can't  be  done:  that  people 
imprisoned  under  the  criminal 
codes  of  lids  country  can't  be 
freed  in  political  exchanges.  Pea ■■ 
pic  who  Jun't  really  want  io  see 
tli c-  panthers  ireed  from  ihe  pig 
power  structure  will  point  to  a  lot 
oE  legalisms  as  to  why  such  an 
exchange  can'l  be  made:  the  Pan¬ 
ther  brothers  and  sisters  have 
been  jailed  on  criminal,  not  polit¬ 
ical  charges;  the  federal  govern¬ 
ment,  which  would  have  to  arrange 
such  an  exchange,  has  no  juris¬ 
diction  over  the  separate  states; 
the  Panthers  have  yet  to  undergo 
trial  and  sentencing „  etc,  etc. 

But  all  this  is  really  a  lot  of 
baloney.  The  U.S.  Imperialist  gov¬ 
ernment  cuLild  free  the  Panthers 
tomorrow  if  they  wanted  to.  Be¬ 
cause  just  eight  yeses  ago,  under 
almost  identical  circumstances, 
the  pigs  in  Washington  did  agree 
to  political  exchanges*  Tills  was 
in  the  case  of  Francisco  Molina, 


who  had  been  sentenced  tu  twenty 
years,  but  today  is  a  free  man. 

Francisco  Molina  w&B  a  young 
worker  who  lived  in  New  York 
City.  He  was  ,i  passionate  de¬ 
fender  of  the  Cuban  Revolution  at 
a  time  when  both  the  Cuban  Re¬ 
public  and  Its  supporters  in  the 
US.  woro  up  against  the  most  vic¬ 
ious  fascist  attacks  from  Washing¬ 
ton,  Molina  was  framed  up  on  a 
murder  charge,  and  tor  weeks  the 
papers  screamed  about  ‘'The 
Hook1  '  (the  name  they  made  up 
for  him  because  ho  had  lost  a 
band  working  in  a  Queens  toy 
factory}  with  the  same  kind  of 
hysteria  they  usu  today  against  the 
panthers. 

Like  the  brothers  anti  sisters 
today, who  arc  in  jail  on  bails  chat 
ate  impossible  to  make,  Molina' 
was  held  without  hail  so  that 
he  couldn't  get  out  and  rally 
support.  Nevertheless,  there  was 
groat  support  for  him  In  die  Cuban 
community  and  among  North 
amerJKKKans  sympathetic  to  die 
Revolution, 

l_Lkc  the  Panthers  in  jail  today, 
Molina  was  held  an  a  criminal 
charge,  but  the  real  case  made 
against  him  Was  for  tils  politics. 
Ilie  U.S,  Ambassador  la  the  UN 
lost  no  time  in  charging  the  Cuban 
government  Itself  wltli  murder. 
Editorials  screamed  that  the  city 
was  in  danger  from  armed  Cuban 
guerrillas.  But  of  course  when  the 
time  c li ei lc  for  his  trial,  the  ques¬ 
tion  of  his  politics  was  "Irrele¬ 
vant*'— the  lynchers  wanted  to  have 
tfieir  cake  and  cat  it  too.

It  was 
their  testimony  that  put  the  ygtmg 
Cuban  worker  behind  bars  for 
twenty  years. 

But  history  sometimes  has  a  fun¬ 
ny  way  oi  setting  things  straight. 
The  men  who  helped  the  U.S.  gov¬ 
ernment  put  Molina  in  jail  found 
themselves  behind  prison  bars  just 
-l  few  weeks  |  Eiier,  Their  G  u  ar¬ 
oma  1  an  training  Imd  been  sor  die 
Bay  of  Pigs  invasion,  where  l£GC 
counter  -  revolutionary  worms 
were  captured  by  tlie  Cuban  peo¬ 
ple,  Among  them  were  a  coupEe 
of  thugs  who  had  framed  Fran¬ 
cisco  Molina. 

The  U.S,  government  found  Et- 
seif  hi  a  doubly  embarrassing 
situation.  First,  the  invasion  had 
failed  miserably  leaving  itobvLous 
to  the  world  that  the  CIA  bad 
plan  up  d  the  whole  tiling.  Second, 
there  were  now  the  1200  prisoners 
being  held  in  CUBA,  The  U.S  .had 
to  make  efforts  to  get  them  hack, 

]t  had  already  leaked  out  that 
the  "leaders"  of  the  invasion  had 
been  kept  under  lock  Lind  key  at 
Upaloeku  Air  Force  Base  by  the 
G3A  so  that  the)1  wouldn’t  get  in 
the  way  during  tlie  affair.  If  the 
U  £.  didn't  get  iElc  prisoners  re¬ 
leased,  oth  er  e mbarrass  E  nit  dot  a  i  Is 
of  the  "all-Cuban' '  invasion  woutd 
surely  be  toJd. 

The  Kennedy  Administration 
began  negotiations  with  the  Cuban 
government  for  a  prisoner  ex¬ 
change.  Cuba  was  asking  for  agri¬ 
cultural  supplies  and  medicine  In 
exchange  for  rhe  counter-revolu¬ 
tionaries  --  goods  kept  out  ot 
Cuba  by  itae  U+S.  economic  block¬ 
ade. 

The  kingpin  captured  In  the  In¬ 
vasion  was  Manuel  Arc  line — the 
CIA  had  found  him  die  most  "tract-

As  Secretary  oi  the  Molina  De¬ 
fense  Com  mince,  l  went  In  the  fall 
o£  19&I  to  visit  Mr,  James  Don¬ 
ovan,  a  New  York  lawyer  who  was 
negotiating  the  prisoner  exchange. 
His  spacious  office  in  die  Wall 
Street  area  showed  him  to  be  a 

man  with  more  [ban  jnor  ,-j 
niLinltarian"  Imprest  In  the 
change.  1  explained  to  Is  Em  about 
Francisco  Molina,  how  his  case 
was  definitely  political  although  the 
chafg-e  had  not  king  to  do  With  polit¬ 
ics,  and  thut  he  had  been  framed 
by  men  who  had  then  gone  on  to 
participate  in  the  Bay  gf  Rigs  in¬ 
vasion.  I  asked  that  Molina  be 
freed  In  the  prisoner  exchange, 

Donovan's  answer  was  that  he 
could  do  i locking  In  this  regard, 
since  Molina  was  under  cite  juris¬ 
diction  of  the  New  York  State 
courts  and  was  a  convicted  mur¬ 
derer. 

But  cublcs  from  Cubans  contin¬ 
ued  to  pour  into  our  little  office, 
by  the  hundreds,  showing  the  ex¬ 
treme  concern  gf  the  Cuban  peo¬ 
ple  for  their  brother  who  had  been 
railroaded  to  jell  In  New  York, 
Acid  our  committee  kepi  up  a 
campaign  to  frue  Molina, picketing 
the  court  and  Governor  Rocke¬ 
feller's  office. 

Finally,  the  deal  was  made  to 
exchange  the  1200  prisoners  for 
food  and  medicine.  Donovan  signed 
an  agreement  in  Havana  with  Fidel 
Castro.  He  was  supposedly  acting 
for  a  "private"  group  ol  mtier- 
iKKKans,  but  the  Kennedy  Admin¬ 
istration  made  it  clear  that  Don¬ 
ovan  was  In  reality  an  official, 
hul  secret*  representative  of  the 
government, 

There  was  one  prisoner  who  was 


held  in  reserve  by  the  Cuban 
government  --  Manuel  Artlnie,  In 
exchange  lor  Artlme,  Luba  de¬ 
manded  the  release  of  Francisco 
Molina, 

From  a  legalistic  point  of  view, 
there  were  more  obstacles  in  get¬ 
ting  Molina's  release  than  there 
are  today  in  die  Panther  cases. 

Molina  hud  already  been  tried  and 
convicted  by  a  Jury;  ho  was  serv¬ 
ing  a  £(Lyc  or  sentence  jn  a  state 
prison  tor  murder;  it  seemed  that 
t  he  federal  govern  me  n  t  h  ad  no  right 
to  intercede.  The  Governor  of  New 
York  State  was  a  Republican, while 
the  president  was  a  Democrat, 

13 uc  all  these  legal  problems 
vanished  when  the  ruling  class  de¬ 
cided  that  they  had  to  get  Artlme 
□ack,  Governor  Rockefeller  signed 
a  pardon*  and  within  a  day  Fran¬ 
cisco  Molina  was  CO  his  way  to 
Cuba,  Free  Territory  of  the  nmer- 
iKKKas.  Rockefellers  opponents  in 
the  ruling  class  didn't  breathe  a 
word  of  criticism.  All  the  legal 
fol-de-rol  was  swept  away  because 
the  Establishment  decided  It  was 
In  their  interest  to  carry  out  the 
exchange. 

itie  legal  complications  are  not 
a  S  gr  eat  in  the  case  of  the  Panthers* 
since  the  trails  have  nut  yet  taken 
place.  It  is  not  a  question  of  over¬ 
ruling  a  jury.  Tie  Panthers  could 
bo  released  Immediately  If  the  fed.- 
cral  government  urged  the  state 
author  U  les  to  drop  the  Endictme  ms . 

The  legal  machinery  to  free  the 
Imprisoned  Panther  broth CCS  and 
sisters  can  be  found  If  enough 
pressure  is  brought  to  bear  upon 
die  ruling  class  Establish  mem, 

And  while  such  a  possibility  may 
seem  remote  to  ?ome,  the  Molina- 
Article  exchange  is  a  clear  his¬ 
torical  precedent. 

The  release  0-f  dte  Panthers  by 
the  pig  power  structure  would  cer  - 
t  a  Inly  be  a  bluer  pill  for  them  tu 
swallow,  someth  lug  they  would 
have  to  be  forced  to  do.  But  the 
determined  struggle  of  the  oppres¬ 
sed  people  has  forced  such  con¬ 
cessions  before. 

The  Mo  I  Ena  -ruse  Js  not  the  only 
example  of  this.  Who  would  have  ■ 
thought  chat  die  mighty  U  S,  im¬ 
perialist  govern  mem  would  gd 
down  cm  its  knees  before  the  Peo¬ 
ples  Republic  of  Korea  and  con¬ 
fess  to  espionage?  Bui  that's  ex¬ 
actly  what  happened  when  the  U.S. 
signed  a  confession  about  the  spy 
ship  Pueblo, 

The  U^5,  government  doesn't 
want  to  admit  that  the  Panthers 
are  political  prisoners,  prisoners 
taken  in  the  war  again  sr  Block 
ameriKKKa.  But  the  demands  for 
“POWs  for  Panthers"  exchange 
pot  ms  this  out  clearly.  They  .didn't 
want  to  admit  that  Melina  was  a 
political  prisoner,  either*  And  they 
didn't  want  to  admit  their  crimes 
in  Korea.  But  die  struggle  forced 
diem  to  free  Francisco  Molina, 
confess  their  crimes  against  the 
Korean  people  —  and  the  struggle 
is  going  to  force  them  to  free  the 
Panther  prisoners.

They  have  to  be' 
exposed  in  their  true  sense,  as 
a  major  port  of  ,the  oppression 
that  is  known  to  the  people,  es¬ 
pecially  Black,  In  amerlKKKa. 

The  oppressive  pacification  pro¬ 
grams  that  exist  tn  the  Black  co¬ 
lonies  today  are  controlled  by  pop¬ 
pet  niggers  that  don't  think  the 
people  will  ever  wake  up  to  this 
fact  and  will  slay  idle  to  it  for 
a,n other  40-fr  years.

state,  along  with  the  punk  sissy 
co-ordinator  of  Hew  Careers, 
The  people  have  the  right  and  the 
power  to  charge  and  convict  these 
fools  of  crimes  committed  against 
the  people.  Until  then,  they  arc  to 
be  lalieled  as  enemies  of  the  people,.

The  employment  problem  that 
exists  In  Sea  LI  Jo  and  the  rest  of 
amerlKKKa  was  a  counter¬ 
revolutionary  move  to  keep  us  op¬ 
pressed,  and  to  make  us  think  thai 
things  really  are  this  bad,  Unem¬ 
ployment  was  programmed  to  con¬ 
flict  with  achievement,  success  and 
life  betterment,  just  as  constant 
hunger.  Indecent  housing  and 
nothing  to  wear  conn  lets  with  the 
riches  of  a  few  In  this  nation 
Cl  many  people.  What  Is  the  New 
Careers  Program  trying  to  dp:  meet 
this  so-called  problem  with  train¬ 
ing  to  find  jobs  that  don't  exist  and 
never  will?  Because  if  they  existed., 


there  wouldn'  t  be  such  a  thing 
as  unemployment.  So  we  say  that 
the  demagogy  of  pacification  pro¬ 
grams  win  have  to  stop. 

The  Now  Careers  Program  in 
Seattle,  at  the  end  of  their  second 
year  has  $92,000  left  In  their  pro¬ 
gram  with  big  promises  for  more 
motley  by  local  moths  r-  funder 
SKCEOB  who  mothers  the  funds 
for  all  the  poverty  programs  under 
the  guise  of  Community  Action 
Programs. 

The  guise  Now  Careers  has  taken 
is  one  that  tells  the  people  in 
so  many  words  or  leas  that  you 
fill  out  your  application  at  Con¬ 
centrated  Employment  Program 
(CEP)  or  go  there  to  register  for 
New  Careers,  and  after  that  you 
are  qualified  and  considered 
eligible.  Then,  the  CEP  director 
refers  you  to  the  director  or 
assistant  director  of  Now  Ca¬ 
reers,  and  they  tell  you  that  the 
program  is  based  on  the  earn  and 
loam  on  the  job  training  bit. 

They  tell  you  that  you  will  go 
to  school  two  days  a  week  and 
work  the  other  three  days  In  the 
area  that  you  are  training,  for 
$4ie.0G  per  mouth,  paid  on  the 
Slat  day  of  each  month  If  you  are 
accepted.  They  tell  you  that  if  you 
keep  this  up  for  two  years  you  will 
be  given  job  placement  upon  com¬ 
pletion  in  the  specific  area  that 
you've  been  trained  In.  They  also 
offer  a  punitive  variety  of  train¬ 
ing  area.  Training  and  work  in 
such  whitewash  areas  as  parka 
anti  recreation  managing,  teacher 
aides,  parole  and  probation  aides, 
and  social  service  assistant  aides 
for  the  people  to  fall  victim  to, 

People  h£ve  been  bought  out, 
director  quoted  D l  people  as  being 
“successfully"  involved  In  these 
programs.  But  reliable  sources 
quote  that  23  people  have  been 
forced  out  of  one  area  as  a  whole 
and  that  there  arc  even  60  or 
less  people  In  the  overall  four 
areas.  What  happened  to  the  New 
Careers  Program  that  boasted  an 
enrollment  of  200  people?  What's 
happening  to  government  money? 
Why  hasn't  the  program  been  ac¬ 
cepting  anyone  for  two  years,  ex¬ 
cept  application  wise? 

The  people  say  that  the  funds 
are  being  controlled  by  an  agent 
in  the  state  labor  department,  who 
happens  to  be  Robert  Divert  who 
thought  he  was  out  of  the  spot¬ 
light.  We  know  who  pulls  punk 
Divers  strings,  but  let  me  toll 
you  whoso  strings  he  pulls.  He 
pulls  the  strings  of  uncle  tom  pup¬ 
pets  41  m  Henderson,  Ihe  Now  Ca¬ 
reers  Director,  Jim  Every,  con¬ 
centrated  Employment  Program 
Director,  Willis  Ball,  Co¬ 
ordinator  in  New  Careers,  chuck 
Adams,  Co-ordlnator  in  New  Ca¬ 
reers,  and  Dave  Bowen,  the  Assist¬ 
ant  Director  In.  New  Careers.

cerned  portion  of  the  amorlKKKan 
public,  the  fact  that  the  same  guard 
is  still  performing  the  same  duties 
and  carrying  his  same  gun  will 
cause  them  to  stop  and  look  very 
closely  Into  what  is  happening  in 
the  institution  that  Is  responsible 
for  the  "rehabilitation"  of  those 
who  have  not  conformed  to  this 
society’s  values  and  ways  of  think- 
in  g. 

Thls  Is  not  the  only  such  case, 
not  more  than  a  month  before, 
several  prisoners  were  killed  In 
Indiana  and  many  mOra  wounded 
while  lying  face  down;  shot  in 
the  back  of  the  head  by  a  guard 
carrying  a  shotgun.  Hundreds  of 
other  cases  may  have  occu  red,  who 
knows  the  true  count  of  prisoners 
killed  Ln  similar  Incidents  within 
the  stono  walls  that  hold  them  away 
from  the  society  at  targe.  These 
two  cases  alone,  however,  should 
be  enough  to  arouse  the  ire  of 
the  ameriKKKan  people.  These 
men  art*  prisoners,  having  com- 
m tiled  acts  unacceptable  in  this 


society  or  being  persons  who  the 
society  found  it  impossible  to  deal 
with  for  one  reason  or  another, 
hut  no  ohp  has  fhe  right  to  Judge 
them  and  execute  them  in  such  a 
manner,  if  wo  allow  this  type  of 
action  Lc  continue,  (hen  we  might 
as  well  help  la  hulld  the  gas  show¬ 
ers  and  torture  rooms,  and  pre¬ 
pare  ourselves  for  the  murders 
and  the  mass  burials  that  will  be¬ 
come  a  reality,  If  we  look  Away 
now,  our  silence  will  endorse  the 
act  Lous  of  paid  killers  who  hold  the 
answer  to  the  question  of  life  or 
death  for  thousands  of  men  In  their 
hands,  men  who  are  unimportant 
in  the  mltids  of  some  people  be¬ 
cause  they  are  prisoners  of  the 
state., ..these  men  will  become  the 
victims  of iheamorlKKKuu system. 
Having  been  stripped  of  all  their 
civil  rights  by  the  Judicial  syste, 
the  guards  now  strip  away  ihclr 
last  bit  Of  human  dignity  by  mak¬ 
ing  them  live  like  hunted  animals 
exacting  death  at  any  moment. 
They  have  Utile  recourse  as  a 
{jroup;  the  prisoners  at  &olednd 
went  on  a  hunger  strike  but  could 
not  maintain  the  strike  in  signl- 
IJ cunt  numbers.  Concerned  anmr- 
iKKKjfns  and  other  people  of  the 
world,  therefore,  musttahe  a  stand 
now  and  move  In  a  decisive  man¬ 
ner  leaving  no  room  for  such  acts 
by  individuals  working  within  the 
penal  system.  We  must  make  our 


voices  heard  ardour  desires  known 
by  demonstrating,  writing  letters, 
even  picketing  the  offices  of  pri¬ 
son  authorities,  going  to  any 
lengths  to  make  sure  that  prisoners 
are  not  subjected  to  the  every 
whim  of  their  guards  and  are  not 
made  the  victims  of  this  society. 

When  this  typo  of  situation  is 
allowed  to  occur  within  our  country 
and  is  tile  public  souiLment  is  a- 
roused,  it  is  little  wonder  that  men 
would  rather  die  outside  than  goto 
prison,  The  truth  in  cases  sucls  as 
this  is  almost  never  know,  and  the 
number  of  cases  hearing  resem¬ 
blance  to  this  one  wjj|  remain 
hidden  in  t  he  minds  of  penal. system 
officials  who  will  never  tell.  The 
prison  system  is  archaic  and  will 
continue  worsening  until  the  public 
does  something  to  pLit  an  etui:  to 
iltc  brutality  and  murder  being 
perpetrated  against  the  men  who 
art!  behind  those  bars  of  prison, 
Eldridgo  Cleaver,  the  Minister  of 
information  of  the  Black  Panther 
Party,  chose  exile  rather  than  re¬ 
turn  to  prison... He  said  that  11 
returned  to  prison,  he  would  be 
killed-  with  the  murderous  at¬ 
tempts  being  made  against  the 
leadership  of  the  Black  R anther 
Party  taken  into  consideration  and 
Indiscriminate  murders  taking 
place  within  the  confines  of  prison, 
his  statement  has  the  ring  of  truth. 

We  must  not,  however,  look  upon

this  as  something  separate  from 
society  at  large;  this  Is  merely 
an  extension  of  the  genocide  being 
practiced  on  the  streets  of  this 
country.  If  something  is  not  done 
Iq  stop  this  brutality  at  this  pre¬ 
sent  level,  then  the  practice  of 
shooting  directly  into  a  crowd  of 
unarmed  people  may  be  adopted 
by  the  Jl guards'"  on  the  streets. 
The  killing  of  convicted  criminals 
may  seem  removed  from  us  here 
who  do  not  live  look  in  u  out  of 
prison  bars,  but  who  knows  when 
prison  methods  Will  bo  Used  U gainst 
us.  Wo  must  move  now  in  hall 
this  type  or  behavior  that  shows 
absolutely  no  regard  for  human 
life  on  iho  part  of  public  servants 
or  face  the  disastrous  results.

The  tetanus  or^  ants  pi  secretes  a 

ntrrvi.-  puiftoii  that  .3  s<s  [jo-vwr— 

ful  that  cl  it;  amount  al  tetanus  equal 
co  [lie  amount  of  Ink  used  to  prim 
a  period  would  kill  30  adult  men. 
Tec  anus  Is  the  mast  powerful 
jjaisan  known  to  man.  Hie  effects 
of  tetanus  are  that  it  paralyzes 
the  spinal  nerves,  making  the  mus¬ 
cles  rigid  so  that  breathing  is  im¬ 
possible  and  a  patient 4les  In  hours 
from  suffocailOcl.  There  is  no 
treatment  for  tetanus.  The  body 
processes  must  recover  on  their 
own.  But  a  patient  can  be  Ln  un 
anesthesia  state  for  weeks  ur 
months  until  the  natural  body  pro¬ 
cess  overcomes  the  disease. 

Five  out  of  six.  people  with  tet¬ 
anus  died  last  year  at  tlariem 
hospital,  Alt  were  dope  addicts. 
The  only  one  ibac  survived  had, 
had  one  tetanus  Shul,  (A  scries 
of  three  stmts  over' ii  sis  month 
period  will  totally  prevent  the 
disease  for  12  years.)  This  has 
been  known  to  people  In  the  med¬ 
ical  profession  for  over  SO  years 
bui  the  addict  papulation  of  central 
Harlem  remains  un  immunized, 
'lliere  are  virtually  no  serious  re¬ 
act  ion  to  tetanus  toxoid  shots  and 
they  do  not  Interfere  with  heroine 
or  nieihadon. 

The  power  structure  has  made 
nn  attempt  to  Stop  die  dope  which 
Is  poured  into  our  community  every 
single  day  for  2-1  hours  ,1  day  by 
the  greedy  mafioso  businessmen 
because  It  wants  to  see  all  Black 
jVJOple  n odd En.' .

Nut  only  does 
the  power  structure  kill  or  mur¬ 
der  "JUr  people  by  enminy  Into  utir 
communities  on  "destroy  ■mdlhCn 
search  missions"  as  ir  did  in 
Chicago  for  our  warriors.  Deputy 
chairman  bred  Hampton  and  De¬ 
fense  Captain  Murk  Clark  (mur¬ 
dered  Dec.  4th  by  Chicago's  fas¬ 
cist  pig^)  but  it  wages  n  war  of 
genocide,  silent  war  of  genocide 
against  all  poor  people  all  over 
the  world  by  using  undercover  tag- 
iLcis  such  as  endorsing  the  dope 
market,  by  jiving  the  largest 
ameriKKKan  syndicate  the  free 
ticket  to  enter  nil  FJIack.

A  Chicago  Tribune  article,  4  Pan¬ 
ther  Free  Food  Project  Barely 
Alive' ,  appeared  nn  Jllmjily  IS, 
staling  that  no  more  than  44  "chil¬ 
dren  were  being  red  In  the  Pro¬ 
gram.  The  article  went  on  to 
strongly  imply  that  the  Black  pan¬ 
ther  Party  feeds  so  lew  children 
until  the  program  hardly  exists; 
yet,  the  Party  still  collects  dona¬ 
tion.':  for  the  Program. 

Allegedly  on  January  1 2,  the  Tri- 
Hu  ne  investigated  fouj  o:  our 
Breakfast  for  Children  Centers. 
KOte  that  generalizations  were 
made  as  a  result  of  this  one  day 
of  Invest  i  cat  leu.  As  stated  by  thu 
Tribune  At  tv.:,  of  the  locations, 
Trinity  Lutheran  Church,  Hobble 
and  Larmbce  Streets,  the  doors 
w tucks-i  ‘  Wins"  wa?  the  actual 
situation? 

rhe  center  at  4037  S,  State  has 
temporarily  Ik-un  closed.  Why?  To 
unxiver  f|  t  round  Informa¬ 
tion  n-  •  ds  to  be  given.  Chicago 
police  and  (tie  Gang  Intelligence 
unity  have,  as  one  of  their  con- 
slstetm  practices,  the  habit  of  at- 
tending  our  Breakfast  Programs, 
and  we  assure  you  that  it  is  not 
to  gel  fed,  since  members  of  the 
police  department  hardly  qualify 
as  hungry  children.  And  (hey  aren't 
thorn  to  assist  us,  since  not  one 
of  the  □- 1 0  that  attend  each  cen¬ 
ter  has  come  forth  to  cook,  or 
servp,  or  donate  food  etc.  And  they 
certainly  don't  act  as  crossing 
guards,  since  members  of  t tie 
Party  themselves,  have  had  to  per¬ 
form  this  fu  not  ton.  Eincp  they 
aren't  involved  In  the  services 
named,  then  what  they  are  really 
there  far  can  readily  be  seen. 

Too  many  mornings  Party  im am¬ 
bers  have  been  police  Intimidated 
(taken  to  police  statiuns  because 
of  Improper  identification,  aphony 
charge;  snatched  Jn  from  of  a 
center  and  taken  on  a  'ride'  that 
locates  the  Panther  miles  away 
from  the  center;  charged  with  tils- 
orderly  conduct,  which  m  enui va¬ 


lent  to  walking  and  breathing)  The 
policing  of  the  centers  lias  also 
had  an  effect  on  the  children,  in  that 
they  too  feel  intimidated.  Police 
take  photos  of  tticnir  a  measure 
used  to  create  fear,  as  If  their 
presence  alone  isn't  enough.  As 
a  result,  participation  In  the  Pro¬ 
gram  tias  dropped. 

All  or  this  perverted  harassment 
is  designed  for  us  to  stop  feed¬ 
ing  hungry  children.  But  the  ex¬ 
tent  i'f  the  harassment  doesn't  end 
lh(  o.

the  heating  sys4  ,-m  VrVi  ;  Aj  ■  i-- 
saljotagtfd.  Btcausa  the  problems 
at  the  South  aide  center  have 
stemmed  from  plgs-not  lliep&ople- 
wn  don't  see  this  act  of  vandal¬ 
ism  as  being  committed  by  any 
□f  the  people.  Wtiat  would  be  thpir 
motive,  since  it  Is  ttioir  children 
who  w&  feed? 

As  they  have  often  destroyed 
breakfast  foods,  destroying  the 
heating  system  Is  entirely  con¬ 
sistent  with  their  policy  of  sabo- 
Nevertheless,  wer  re  not  go¬ 
ing  to  be  stopped  and  are  in  the 
process  of  repairing  the  heating 
system.  By  Monday,  January  1 9, 
If  not  before,  the  center  will  again 
be  in  ppp ration. 

At  the  Breakfast  Center  on  the 
North  side,  JlDl  N*  Larrahee,  on 
the  morning  In  question.  Monday 
January  12,  the  Gang  Intelligence 
Unit  surrounded  the  Breakfast 
Center  and  started  harassing  Pan¬ 
thers;  consequently,  to  prevent  any 
further  trouble  from  nccurlng,  Ihe 
Cent  nr  was  closed  early.  The  bla¬ 
tant  lie  that  the  doors  were  locked 
and  no  children  were  fed  can  easily 
bo  d>5proimi|  upon  questioning  of 
the  children  |n  that  area.  Break¬ 
fast  WAS  HELD  at  Lhai  center. 

At  our  Latfy  af  the  Cardens 
ISF-C  Center.  Chi  rage  poll  ■  were 


on  hand  taking  photos  of  those 
kids  who  wore  about  to  enter  the 
Center,  Such  a  police  atmosphere 
frightened  the  children  and  con¬ 
sequently,  attendance  dropped. 

And  at  the  West  side  center, 
43  N  Hcyne,  GEU,  made  its  pre¬ 
sence  known.  (Just  Iasi  week,  at 
the  time  of  the  breakfast,  the  GIU 
kidnapped  Stephen  Hobbs,  a  Pan¬ 
ther  who  used  (o  open  the  Cen¬ 
ter.  and,  took  him  on  a  'ride' 
that  ended  on  east  &&rd  street. 
This  was  to  prevent  the  operation 
of  the  program,)  GIU  look  pic¬ 
tures  of  Panthers  entering  and 
exiting. 

At  all  of  the  centers,  no  mem¬ 
bers  -of  the  Tribune  staff  entered, 
or  tried  to  enter,  or  were  Inter¬ 
viewed  by  anyone  from  the  Parly, 
nor  were  Ihese  reporters  seen  any 
whore  around.  Perhaps,  saying  that 
nobody  representing  thp  Tribune 
was  there,  Is  a  bit  premature, 
GIU  was  there.  The  Chicago  polite 
were  there.  Perhaps,  a  second  leak 
will  reveal  that  these  lwq,  press, 
and  police,  wore  acting  together. 
And  in  this  case,  the  police  acted 
as  an  extension  of  the  press--' the 
Informers  thal  don't  write."  As  a 
matter  of  fact,  the  police  didn't 
even  accurately  inform  But  if  you 
know  anything  about  the  Tribune, 
then  you  know  that  the  newspaper 
will  graciously  accept  and  print 
anything:  fantasy,  delirium,  opin¬ 
ion.  Ifco,  etc,,  as  long  as  Lt  rein¬ 
forces  the  gagging  voice  of  cen¬ 
ser  vails  in  racism,  and  capital¬ 
ism.

II  this  Is  true  In  the  case  of 
traditional  Arab  nationalist  move¬ 
ments,  it  Is  especially  true  of  the 
traditional  communist  parties, 
whose  political  mistakes  In  the 
past  twenty  years  are  ton  numerous 
to  count,  and  too  cumbersome  to 
handle.  These  parties  proved  time 
and  time  again  that  they  have  no 
satisfactory  solutions  to  the  pro¬ 
blems  that  face  the  Arab  World 
today. 

At  the  time  the  Arab  workers' 

□  nd  peasants'  political  conscious¬ 
ness  grew,  which  has  posed  a  tre¬ 
mendous  threat  to  the  Arab  ruling 
classes  that  allied  themselves  with 
the  ex-  and  neo- colonial  powers 
t  he  middle  classes  and  Arab  hour-' 
jeolsle1;,  leaders,  who  preach 
"moderation"  ,  felt  that  an  urgent 
political  change  was  needed.

To  monopolize  the  government 
and  political  Institutions  by  intro¬ 
ducing  their  vers  lot  of  military 
dictatorships  and  "one  party" 
rdle,,.  etc. 

To  proclaim  themselves  as  the 
new  crusaders  for  regaining  Pale¬ 
stine  by  heaping  ml  Ellens  of  dol¬ 
lars  In  their  military  budgets  to 
finance  their  pre-V^orid  War  IE 
armies* 

Both  the  older  Arah  ruling 
classes  who  presided  over  the  de¬ 
feat  of  19-4  A  and  1  IS G<3 ,  a±id  the  new 
ruling  classes  who  presided  over 
the  defeat  of  19G7,  proved  their 


total  failure  and  bankruptcy.  The 
defeat  of  1967j  which  the  Arab 
people  suffered  at  the  hands  of 
Israel  and  U  S.  imperialists, 
brought  further  realization  to  the 
Arab  people  that  conventional  war¬ 
fare  Is  nol  the  type  of  solution  to 
their  problem  Because  no  matter 
how  modern  and  sophisticated  an 
army  they  build,  Israel  and  their 
imperialist  backers  and  sponsors 
can  out- match  It  with  their  unli¬ 
mited  resources  and  technical 
know-how  thus  destroying  what¬ 
ever  achievement  gained. 

Amid  all  this,  the  Popular  Front 
for  the  Liberation  of  Palestine 
(PFL.P)  was  bam.  Upon  the  reali¬

and  the  communist  parlies.  Those 
masses  of  workers  and  peasants 
wore  left  ht-lploss,  unarmed,  and 
EvwUdert-d  In  tho  face  of  a  vl- 
clous  efcmy,  As  a  result,  they 
were  forced  to  move  from  one 
refugee  qamp  to  another.  The 
PF"EdJ  ha$  firmly  rejected  oil 
bourgeois  solutions  and  com- 
prcuu  i  se s  a  nd  ata  rted  f  ram  the  co  r- 
t'ecl  Point,  which  is  the  re- 
eduejnon  of  the  masses,  and  the 
opening  of  (heir  eyes  to  the  de¬ 
funct  and  stag  riant  solutions  of  the 
ruling  classes.  For  Ihir  reason 
the  PFLP  has  opened  Us  own 
schools  In  the  refuge# camps.  Fur¬ 
thermore,  It  provides  a  political 
re 'education  for  Its  own  fighters 
and  the  masses,  which  is  hosed 
Oh  land  erst  and  Lng  the  manifesta¬ 
tions  of  imperialism  and  the  con¬ 
tradictions  of  bourgeois  society. 
The  PFLP  fully  realizes  that  the 
struggle  must  be  a  total  revolu¬ 
tion.  For  this  the  Palestinian 


women  have  been  given  an  equal 
share  of  duties  in  the  carrying 
of  the  struggle.

The  Milwaukee  leadership  con¬ 
sisted  mainly  of  Dakin  Gentry. 
Felix  Welch,  and  Nate  Bellamy- - 
Welch  and  Bellamy  be  inf:  leaders 
primarily  because  they  were  close 
personal  friends  ol  Gentry.  The 
weaknesses  ol  this  leadership 
group  became  obvious  with  time; 
while  Gentry  has  a  certain  amount 
of  charisma,  and  while  all  three 
spouted  endless  streams  ol  rhe¬ 
toric,  they  clearly  failed  to  direct 
Party  activities  In  a  disciplined 
manner  or  to  establish  any  signi¬ 
ficant  base  In  the  Black  comm  unity 
Some  -specific  observations  are  as 
follow; 

1,  Party  leadership  seemed  to  be 
deter  mined  by  personal  pull  with 
Gentry  rather  than  by  merit. 

3,  Welch  was  appointed  Field 
Lieutenant  despite  the  fact  that  he 
was  then  being  prosecuted  (con¬ 
victed  on  guilty  plea)  for  several 
counts  of  forgery--a  non -political 
felony. 

3,  Welch  finally  split  for  parts 
unknown  to  avoid  probation  revo¬ 
cation  (which  would  never  have 
been  revoked  Or  threatened  If  he 
had  been  the  least  bit  careful)-- 
taking  with  him  several  hundred 
dollars  of  the  people's  money  with 
the  blessings  of  the  Party  leader¬ 
ship.  He  also  left  the  people  with 
S3 ,000  In  ball  obligations. 

4.  Commandism  was  the  rule  of 
the  day,  with  Gentry,  Welch  and 
Bellamy  Issuing  ordurs  with- 
out  group  discussion, 

3,  The  leadership  continually 
spouted  rhetoric,  while  falling  to 
engage  in  reading,  study,  and  self- 
criticism,  Even  Bellamy,  In  charge 
of  Information,  failed  to  engage 


In  serious  study,  (by  his  own  ad¬ 
mission), 

G.  The  leadership  concentrated 
Party  efforts  on  speaking  a  round 
the  slate  and  In  l  he  White  col¬ 
leges  and  universities,  while  fall¬ 
ing  to  organize  within  the  Black 
community. 

7.  The  leade rshlp on  several  occa¬ 
sions  know  about  members  car¬ 
rying  concealed  weapons  and  did 
nothing  to  discourage  such  prac¬ 
tices-  -the  net  result  being  that  at 
I  pa  st  five  brothers,  including  Bel* 
la  my,  were  charged  wills  or  con¬ 
victed  of  carrying  concealed  wea¬ 
pons  (up  lo  one  year  in  Wisconsin), 
B.  The  leadership,  by  word  and 
example,  encouraged  the  member¬ 
ship  to  go  about  parly  business 
while  stoned  (grass,  pills  and/or 
wine).  Gentry,  Welch  and  Bellamy 
were  constantly  stoned  on  Party 
time  and  made  na  secret  about  It, 
In  fact,  they  often  used  to  joke 
about  the  Party  rule- -while getting 
stoned' 

9.  Much  of  the  leadership's  Ume 
was  taken  up  strutting  around  their 
favorite  tavern  (Tpran  s' )  trying  to 
Impress  as  many  women  as  pos¬ 
sible  w'lth  "Panther"  bravado. 

10.  The  leadership  continually 
practiced  male  chauvinism, 

11.  Even  though  the  lawyers  had 
prepared  a  draft  of  the  police  de¬ 
centralization  petition  soon  after 
the  July  conference,  the  leader¬ 
ship  didn't  get  around  to  even  look¬ 
ing  at  it  for  a  period  of  at  least 
two  months.

Between  September  22  six  Pan¬ 
thers  Including  Gentry,  were  ar¬ 
rested  by  the  pigs  on  felony  char¬ 
ges:  three  of  them,  Jesse  Lee 


White,  Earl  Lever  one  and  Booker 
Collins,  were  busied  for  allegedly 
shooting  at  a  pig.  Needless  to  say, 
these  arrests,  and  the  brutal  beat- 
lags  of  all  six  brothers  by  Ihe 
pigs,  demoralis'd  people  consid¬ 
erably-- at  a  time  when  poor  lead¬ 
ership  had  already  created  a  weak 
organization,  Gentry  and  Bellamy 
resigned  within  a  month  of  these 
arrests --without  warning  and 
without  concern  for  the  Party. 

To  speak  In  more  general  terms 
again,  Gentry  and  his  friends 
seemed  to  subordinate  politics  to 
their  own  personal  goals  and  set 
a  poor  example  for  the  member¬ 
ship.  We  believe  that  the  major 
reasons  for  the  local  Party's  dis¬ 
integration  were  Incompciant  and 
opportunistic  leadership  coupled 
with  severe  repression  (outlined 
below).  While  it  Is  true  that  some 
of  the  membership  were  also 
poorly  motivated  and  oppor¬ 
tunistic.  many  were  l rue  lighters 
for  the  people  who  Just  could  not 
Overcome  the  bad  influence  o(  the 
Gentry  clique* 

These  people  are  still  working 
for  the  people,  trying  to  correct 
past  mistakes,  and  have  not  given 
up  the  fight  against  fascism. 

The  repression  in  Milwaukee, 
as  in  other  cities,  has  been  great. 
Unfortunately,  the  Milwaukee  lead¬ 
ership  did  nothing  to  keep  the  Ma¬ 
tt  on  a]  or  Chicago  offices  Informed 
about  such  repression.  Virtually 
every  male  Panther  was  arrested 
at  least  once,  and  many  were 
badly  beaten. 

The  most  important  bust  is  ol 
the  "Milwaukee  3"— Jesse  White, 
Booker  Collins  and  Earl  Lev- 
erette--on  charges  of  attempted 


murder  (of  a  pig)  and  resisting 
an  officer,  The  three  we  re  beaten 
badly  by  Pig*  and  have  been  given 
a  l  year  sentence  (ihe  maximum) 
on  the  resisting  charge  already. 
The  attempted  murder  trial  won't 
come  up  for  many  months  yet. 
The  whole  thing  stinks  of  a  pig 
frame  and  we  hope  to  discuss  the 
matter  with  you  more  fully  at  a 
later  dale.  The  "3”  have  been 
doing  a  good  job  of  organizing 
in  jail  and  have  not  lost  their 
revolutionary  spirit  to  this  day. 

Unfortunately,  the  leadership 
neglected  to  pass  the  word  about 
the  "3"  even  to  Chicago-- much 
less  to  Berketey, 

There  is  no  chapter  in  Mil¬ 
waukee  now,  and  rightly  so.  The 
ex- chapter  had  little  effect  because 
the  people  In  the  community  saw 
through  the  leadership.  Yet  the 
potential  still  exists  in  Milwaukee, 
for  there  are  some  solid  people 
who  continue  to  fight  capitalism, 
Imperialism  and  the  rise  of  fas¬ 
cism  despite  the  repression.  These 
people  should  not  be  forgotten. 
The  Wisconsin  Committee  to  Com¬ 
bs  l  P asc Is  m  sill  1  ex Ists-  -w |th sev- 
eral  ex- Panthers  on  lt--and  Is 
rallying  much  support  around  the 
"Milwaukee  3"  and  the  murder  of 
Fred  Hampton.  The  struggle  con¬ 
tinues.

The  thin  lino 
of  deception  has  been  cut,  the 
bullets  chat  tore  through  the  flesh 
of  Fred  Hampton  a|$o  tore  through 
the  lies  and  the  deception  that  have 
been  used  to  make  the  pigs  look 
like  the  victims  of  unprovoked  at¬ 


tacks,  Nbw  the  people  know  why  a 

pig  Is  u  jilg  fs  a  pig. 

The  masses  of  people  as  a  whole 
do  not  yet  understand  who  are 
their  friends  and  their  real  en¬ 
emies,  but  because  of  sincere  hard 
work  and  correct  line  of  the  leader¬ 
ship  of  the  Vanguard  Party;  the 
vail  has  been  torn  from  the  eyes 
of  the  people^  for  as  they  begin  to 
analyze  what  they  see  they  begin 
to  understand  more  and  more  that 
the  Black  Panther  Party  is  their 
Party.  The  people  ore  beginning 
to  take  their  political  party  to 
heart  and  beginning  to  embrace 
those  who  Will  dare  la  Struggle 
lor  them.

petrated  against  he,  for  a  while 
it  aeenwd  as  ihouKh  BJark  people 
as  a  whole  would  never  realize 
this, 

I  know  that  the  near  future  holds 
terror  for  those  who  will  refuse 
to  accept  the  fact  that  fascism 
is  here  and  chai  the  order  of  the 
day  will  be  open  murder  of  masses 
oi  Block  people.  A  waste  of  more 
Black  flesh  may  Still  be  necessary 
In  o^der  for  the  Black  community 
to  fully  grasp  the  Idea  that  ex¬ 
termination  Is  what's  on  the  bench- 
man's  mind. 

Some  believe  that  the  end  of 
man  is  at  hand,  that  God  is  com¬ 
ing  to  collect  on  past  debts,  If 
he  waits  a  few  more  years  he 
won't  have  much  to  do  because 
Babylon  is  falling,  not  by  any 
super-natural  force  but  by  Its  own 
oppression  of  the  people.  The  world 
is  not  coming  to  an  end-only  a 
corrupt  murderous  system.  An  old 
order  Is  being  replaced  by  another 


in  marfs  attempt  to  become  a  hu¬ 
manitarian,  barbarism  is  being 
replaced  with  humanltarianism, 
and  the  death  of  capitalism  is 
whet  will  bring  about  the  birth  of 
socialism.  The  aches  and ps Ins  thar 
we  feel  now  are  only  Labor  and 
we  should  all  understand  that  In 
order  to  gee  rid  of  the  gun  St 
has  become  necessary  to  pick  up 
the  gun.  In  order  to  g«  rid  of 
racism  ft  has  become  necessary 
to  organize  and  fight  along  side 
all  poor  and  oppressed  people  re¬ 
gardless  of  their  color.  Color  will 
not  be  the  deciding  factor ,  but 
rather  force  and  arms.  There 

will  be  civil  wllt  -  ,s  revolutionary 

war  In  ameriKKKa,  but  it  won't 
be  a  racial  war  on  our  part,  but 
a  peoples'  war  guided  by  the  cor¬ 
rect  leadership  of  the  Vanguard 
Party,  And  for  that  reason  if  Is 
now  and  will  become  more  and 
more  necessary  for  Black  people 
to  embrace  programs  that  are 
socialistic  and  will  educate  us  and 
bring  us  closer  together.

shipped  to  one  of  the  many  con¬ 
centration  camps.  Niggers  like 
Huey  P,  Newton  and  Bobby  Seale 
have  Jammed  the  harlot  courts  and 
her  trick  judges  to  the  wall,  and 
If  we  understand  that*  then  we 
should  also  understand  that  the 
fight  will  not  end  here.  Thar  al¬ 
ready  the  bitter  taste  of  defeat 
has  brought  the  fight  to  the  streets, 
to  the  ghetto  where  we  Jive,  Right 
now  that  phase  is  still  at  a  low 
level  but  high  enough  for  us  to  see 
and  we  should  act  now  in  our  de¬ 
fense  for  survival.
